SIZE OF THE POULTRY FARM. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

says — 

We do not think that less than about five 
acres would accommodate a sufficient 
number of birds to live on, so that any- 
one starting with this abieck in view 
should look out ag soon as possible for 
suitable land, and be in a Faces fn to 
acquire it when required, Of course, 
very small place would do at first, but, 
as the stock increases, they should nob 
be cramped, and, although a small num- 
ber of hens can be kept intensively, the 
semi-ihtensive system is better ior a 
large number. It would also be better 
to have the houses put together by bolts, 
so that they could be taken asunder for 
alteration at any time. Small houses 
are useful on any size farm, so that they 
need not be built specially for large num- 
bers until the stock increases.

Bacon, Eggs and Butter : New British 
Developments. 


Let us’ considér what is plainly known 
regarding the English and Dominion agricul- 
tural outlook. ‘ Since we last discussed this 
aspect of the present farming position in 
Ireland—vitally affected by conditions in the 
neighbouring island—two new and important 
facts have emerged. The National Farmers’ 
Union having called upon the British 
Ministry of Agriculture to consider the dairy- 
ing situation there, the Ministry is engaged 
in plans which, when developed, aim to give 
a considerable stimulus to an increase in the 
milk supply of England, Wales and Scotland, 
with an increased output of butter in the two 
first-named countries, and of cheese: in the 
last. This scheme may—ihdeed probably 
must—have important repercussions on Irish 
dairying. Also, the Minister has announced 
his readiness to consider a quota for the pig 
industry. It is going to matter vitally to the 
Irish Free State where we stand if an effec- 
tive stimulus is applied to these two cognate 
branches of British farming—whether on equal 
terms; br favoured terms. such as Canada will 
no doubt seek and obtain. or on “foreign ”’ 
terms. Such problems where other Dominions 
are concerned will be settled not in London, 
but in Ottawa. For Sir John Gilmore has 
postponed various decisions regarding British 
agricultural policy until after the Oitawa Con- 
ference, and no decisions are to be come to 
with Britain’s foreign importers until lines of 
ES are arranged there—probably not until 
vovember, after the forthcoming agricultural 
season is over. 


Why Ottawa and Not London? 


There are political and “ sentimental ” rea- 
sons why Ottawa and not London will be the 
site of perpending decisions—and anyone 
who assumes on the part of Britain an 
absence of sentiment in these matters is 
deeply ignorant of the temper of the Eng- 
lish, Welsh and Scots. But there are solid ' 
economic reasons, too. Britain wants more 
Canadian export trade, now being diverted to 
the United States, and more South African 
and Australian trade also. Quite apart from 
‘the call of the blood,” felt by the people of 
Great Britain towards Canadians, Australasians 
and Souta Africans, and warmly reciprocated 
by these, it is to the interest of England with 
her multifarious investments that these 
countries should prosper. Many of them are 
going through perilous times. For instance,

they shall make their wishes firnily felt and

Only beginners will 
need to be reminded that ak work as clean- 
ing brooders, houses, refilling water troughs, 
trimmipg and filling incubator and brooder 
lamps and other mundance tasks, are best 
performed in the early part of the day. It 
is much easier to get these generally unpleas- 
ant jobs finished before lunch time, after 
which one expects to enjoy a rest. 

Broody hens should be released for food at 
the same time each day, or they will become 
restless, and perhaps cause much damage: 
similarly, chicks will begin tweeting if kept 
waiting for their feeds, which must be pro- 
vided at regular intervals. Always think 
ahead ; don’t just amble along from ore thing 
to another, for unless the work is carried out 
in an orderly method vou are bound sometime 
to forget, perhaps, a very important detail, 
which may have dire consequences. 


Caring the Lamps. 


Few are fully aware of the importance ol 
the daily care of brooder and incubator lamps, 
with the result that many disasters occur in 
this respect. Wicks must ‘be carefully 
trimmed. This is best done by rubbing the 
charred part off with the finger instead of 
cutting; keep perfectly even, avoiding peaks 
or corners. If a bad smoking should occur, 
there is nothing for it but to extinguish the 
lamp, take down the heating apparatus as 
far as possible, run a small brush or feather 
duster up the flues, clean and replace the 
parts, trim the wick, and re-light. After such 
an event. it is well to keep a watch for half 
an. hour or so to make sure that things are 
going satisfactorily again. To obtain the 
best results use only the first quality paraffin. 
which produces the greatest heat, means clean 
burners, and requires the minimum of atten- 
tion. Last thing before retiring for the night 
pay a visit to the incubator room to sce 
that all is well. 


Get Out the Heavy Breed. 


This is the ideal time for incubating eggs 
of the heavy utility breeds; the chicks that 
come out in the first week of March are 
generally the most profitable. The pullets 
will attain to a larger size than Jater hatches. 
they will lay larger eggs, lay earlier and 
through the coming winter, and, if neces- 
sary, they may be nsed as breeders next 
year. In addition, the cockerels will be well 
advanced by the autumn, when they may be 
sold for breeding. 

When chicks are being artificially reared, 
have everything ready before their arrival, 
and first of all give a thorough cleaning to 
coops and brooders. Repair and refit the 
various parts, and assure yourself that the

A Further. Method. 


A third line of treatment amounting to a 
compromise between extensive manurmig and 
the intensive system, is found in a method of 
bringing about growth in the early spring 
and the continuance of extensive grazing 
afterwards. A light dressing of phosphates 
and potash is applied in the winter, and then 
one application of nitrogen is given late in 
February to produce the valuable “‘ early 
bite. Such treatment in normal seasons 
undoubtedly brings the growth of the grass 
on by a few weeks, enabling the cattle to. be 
vot out early and effecting a saving in pur- 
chased feeding -stuffs. 

Mechanical cultivation, dunging and liming 
are also features of any thorough system of 
grass land management, and autumn or early 
winter is the time fur these uperations, Cul- 
tivation with a sharp-toothed harrow tears up 
any mat of old herbage which may have been 
formed, promotes the decay of this herbage, 
aerates the soil, and stimulates new growth.

To Prevent Huddling. 


To prevent chicks huddling and crushing 
one another in the corners of the house, here 
is a good plan.

But, 
cenerally speaking, there should he little 
danger of had effects from over-dressings, 
since the supplies of dung which most farmers 
have at command fall considerably short of 
what thev could use with advantace.

In the first place, the abolition of the oath 
would be a withdrawal of our allegiance to 
the Crown and a secession from the British 
Empire, To every citizen of the Free State 
this would entail, with other things, loss of 
British nationality (a more serious matter 
than many imagine) and forfeiture of double 
taxation relief, besides the establishment of 
the passport system between the Free State 
and England, and the loss of the enormous 
benefit to be derived from the imperial 
preference policy now favoured in England. 
Anyway, does Mr. de Valera imagine that 
the British Government is going to sit idly 
by and watch us secede from the Empire’ 
Why is he now so anxious to abolish the 
oath which he and his party declared a few 
years ago to be an “empty formula,’ by 
which they were not even bound’ How is 
he going to preserve internal peace by the 
abolition of the oath’? The gunmen swear 
no allegiance to His Majesty. It is not the 
express wish of the people to have the oath 
abolished. The ordinary citizen cannot con- 
cern himself with an oath which he has not 
to take, and the Fianna Fail Party have 
already shown us that they can take it. 

With regard to the land annutties, the 
plain facts are that the money needed for the 
purchase of the tenant farmers’ holdings was 
advanced by the British and Irish holders of 
Land Stock, that the annuities represent 
principal and interest on the stock, and that 
the withholding of these annuities is debt 
repudiation Ea and simple, no- matter how 
it is twisted. The Irish farmer is not an 
advocate of this method of settling debts. 

Next, the Fianna Fail Party propose to 
disregard the Treaty. Are they aware that 
England is a party to the Treaty and that 
it cannot be thrown aside without the con- 
sent of England’? We were released from 
our share of the war debt by the Treaty, 
and, if the Treaty is rejected, why should 
not England re-open the question of our 
war liability’? This time circumstances would 
not be so favourable to our release from 
hability. 

Now comes the plum of the Fianna Fail 
policy. . Having seceded from the Empire, 
repudiated our debts to British stockholders, 
broken the Treaty and flown in the face of 
England at every turn, the Fianna Fail 
Government is going to negotiate a favour- 
able trade agreement with the British Go- 
We can do it, says Mr. de 


tomer, just as much as she is ours. This 
statement is too absnid te need more than 
mere denial. If Mr. 
that he can negotiate a favourable trade 
agreement under the above circumstances, 
he must credit the British people with the 
most extraordinary mentality the world has 
ever known. 

On the home front there will also be 
great activity. Mr. de Valera has a cure 
for unemployment, but he is very reluctant 
to tell us what it is, Let us hope that it 
is not of the type once promised by the 
late English Labour Government.

S1rx,—As an Irishman who has spent practi- 
cally all his life in Canada, may I draw atten- 
tion to a point that strikes me very forcibly 
in the present stage of Irish national affairs’ 


‘It is the way in which Mr. de Valera and ‘nis 


colleagues ignore the existence of the British 
Commonwealth and persistently speak of rela- 
tions with England as though England were 
the only factor to be considered. Mr. de 
Valera refers to the oath as an oath of 
allegiance to England; not as an oath of 
allegiance to King George as the head of the 
British Commonwealth. Although I have 
followed his statements very carefolly, I have 
so far failed to see any reference to the Free 
State s position as a member of the British 
Commonwealth or to her relations to the 
other members. 

Forty-five years’ residence in Canada has 
put me in close touch with Canadians of ev 
class and in every part of Canada, and it 
has been a great pleasure to hear the many 
kind and friendly references to the Free 
State, as a new member of the Commonwealth 
family, that I have heard during the last few 
years; but I realise very clearly, and it will 
be well for Mr. de Valera and his colleagues 
to realise very clearly, that, if they deliberately 
shut themselves out of sevcihenaliie by refus- 
ing to take tne oath, they will unquestionably 
be refused the place and privilege of a mem- 
ber of the Commonwealth, and they will have 
to put up with the same treatment as Meer 
alien nations; for they will have made them- 
selves aliens. It is well to remember that 
tais is not a matter for England alone to 
decide. It will be decided by the Common- 
wealth as a whole, and I am perfectly certain 
that, if the Free State deliberately refuses to 
identify herself with the rest of the members, 
she will be dropped as a factor in the ques- 
tion of inter-Commonwealth trade arrange- 
ments. 

Canada, for one, will never agree under 
such circumstances to grant the Free State a 
preference if the Free State refuses to ‘‘ play 
in the same yard.” In fact, it would be far 
more to her advantage to advocate a pre- 
ference to the Argentine, because, while the 
Argentine agen mag with Canada in the fresh 
meat trade, she is a very good friend of 
Canada. A large amount of Canadian money 
is invested in the Argentine, and trade 
between the two countries is rapidly growing. 
The Free State competes with Canada in the 
English market in live cattle, bacon, and 
butter and eggs, while her trade with Canada 
is practically nil. To put it in a nutshell, if, 
as the result of a refusal to take the oath, the 
Free State is dropped out of the inter- 
Commonwealth trade arrangements, where 
will she find a market? 

Canada, Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa and the West Indies can easily take 
care of England’s needs, and with even a ten 
per cent. preference they will very soon 
Ewe a the English market. Europe is 
already offering inducements to England to 
admit her produce. It is quite true that at 
ga the Free State buys largely from 

ngland, but the Free State has about 
5,000,000 population, while the five members 
of the Commonwealth mentioned have about 
25,000,000 population, and, if they get hold of 
England’s market, they can soon buy more 
from her than the Free State does. 

As Í said before, there is undoubtedly a 
very friendly feeling towards the Free State 
in the other Dominions, who number among 
their most honoured citizens many Irishmen, 
both of Irish birth and born of Irish parents: 
but that feeling will not stand good for an 
alien Free State.—Yours, etc.,

Tullow, claiming 
that two deposit receipts for £209 2s. 9d. 
and £47 14s. 4d: were assets of the late Mary 
Ehzabeth Headon, and were not the subject 
of a dénatio morta causa. 

Mr. Esmonde, Barrister-at-Law (instructed 
by Mr. H. G. Donnelly, solicitor, Athy), for 
the plamtiff, said that it was an action to 
recover deposit receipts of the late Miss 
Headon, who died in the Tullow Hospital on 
July 26, 1931. The issne his lordship would 
have to try was whether the deposit receipts 
fermed a donatio mortis cause. In addition 
to the deposit recespts deceased woman had 
shares in the National Rank. 

Father Mahon said that he was called on 
July 24, 1931, to attend deceased woman.

Protests at Drogheda 


Chamber of Commerce.

DROGHEDA, Wednesday. 
N his presidential address at the annua! 
| meeting of the Drogheda Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. B. E. Allen said that he 
wanted to enter a protest against the recent 
increase in the price of electricity. Even thie 
old prices were too high whén considered in 
relation to the charges in other cities and 
towns of much the same size as Drogheda. 
Their charges of 24d. for power, and 6d., plus 
25 per cent. for light, were entriely tov 
high. 
Having referred to what he called the 
‘‘amazing complexity in income tax law. 
the president went on to say that he con 
sidered there, was ample field for inquiry into 
the present administration of income tax. 
Profits were declining, yet income tax experts 
became all the more busy. They had changed 
their whole judicial system, yet still continued 
to opérate their income tax law from 
standards set up before the Treaty.

In effect, a certain proportion 
of British wheat must be used in the pre- 
paration of flour. At the end of every 
‘‘ cereal year ’ payments will be required 
from the millers and importers, to make 
up any deficiency that exists between the 
year’s price for British wheat and a 
specified price of 10s. a hundredweight. 
In addition, millers must purchase the 


finite limit of 27,000,000 hundredweights 
—that remain unsold at the end of the 
“ cereal year.” To work the system's 
complex machinery, a wheat commission 
will be appointed. It will consist of 
fourteen members, and will enjoy most 
of the powers of inquiry possessed by the 
new ‘Tariff Advisory Committee in 
England and by the Tariff Commission in 
the Free State. 

Millers, doubtless, will complain; and 
in process of time the genegal public is 
likely to complain. Yet, if the bill 
appears unjust on the surface, it cannot 
involve the full hardships of a tariff on 
imported Most of Britain’s 
supply will continue to come from other 
lands, and the price of wheat cannot be 
increased to the level which it would 
have attained under a regular tariff. The 
National Government has been faced with 
a difficult task. While it recognises that 


wheat. 


a large body of British opinion will oppose 
the prospect of taxes on a vital com- 


modity, such as wheat, it has pledged 
itself to help the British farmer; and the 
only channel by which he may obtain any 
real relief is wheat. The area of land 
under wheat has fallen since the war 
by 1,406,000 acres, mainly as a result 
of justified and unjustified dumping 
by countries that can produce wheat more 
cheaply. Nothing in the Free State 
farmers’ lot can be compared with the 
blows suffered by his English compeer ; 
for, while several countries are capable of 
swamping Britain with wheat, dumping 
of live-stock is impossible, or almost im- 
possible. Hitherto the British farmer has 
not received one iota of assistance; and 
nobody can grudge him the National 
Government's mite. The new import 
duties will benefit almost every section of 
industry. Why ought the farmer alone to 
be denied ? 

While English farmers thus are bene- 
fited, the farmer of Northern Ireland has 
gained his will in a kindred matter. The 
inclusion of maize among the articles 
subject to a tariff duty under the new 
British system raised a storm of protest in 
Northern Ireland; for maize is the 
standard feeding-stuff for Irish cattle, and 
the Northern breeders foresaw that their 
costs would surpass very considerably the 
cost. of breeding in the Free State. It was 
pointed out that Northern Ireland would 
be at a severe disadvantage, as compared 
with the Free State, in the British market. 
The farmers declared their case before 
the Government ‘of’ Northern “Ireland, 
armed with the encouragement 
of that Government, they advanced 
upon Westminster. The result 
their interview with the Ulster members 
there has been a recommendation by the 
Conservative Agricultural Committee that 
maize shall be added to the list of 
exempted articles; and Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain has given his sanction to the 
advice.

Ancient Manuscripts. 


Early maniscripts are scholarship’s 
working material. Those of the great 
ancients are few and precious, and they 
are scattered among the libraries of 
Europe. An Irish scholar, for instance, 
preparing a new edition of some Augustan 
classic, may have need to collate manu- 
scripts that are kept under lock and key 
at Oxford, Paris, Rome, Florence, Leyden 
and Prague. Hitherto scholars seem to 
have taken the safety of such manuscripts 


for granted—assuming, perhaps, that any- 


thing which escaped the Huns has a lease 
of immortality—but Dr. A. F. Murison, 
K.C., in a letter to The Times, sounds a 
note of alarm. He has been engaged for 
many years on a new edition of a Greek 
law book. 

“ Bv and by I wanted to collate the oldest 
and best manuscript; I found it had been 
swallowed up in an earthquake. I applied 
elsewhere for another manuscript; I was 
told it had been burnt in a recent fire in 
the University Library. Two more I shall 
want presently. I know.they ought to be 
in the Vatican Library, but are they safe 
or lost? li such disasters go on at the same 
rate, by the end of the century none of my 
sixteen maauscripts will be left to collate.” 


Dr. Murison may be unlucky, but it does 
seem that the modern security concern- 
ing ancient manuscripts is ill-founded. 
Although the Huns have passed, floods 
and earthquakes abide ; all great libraries 
may not be fireproof, and war still 
flourishes. This morning, for all we know, 
priceless Chinese manuscripts may be in 
peril at Shanghai; a few thermite bombs 
from a Zeppelin in the late War might 
have destroyed the British Museum. 
Fortunately, the danger is not without 
remedy. All great librariss employ, or 
retain, expert photographers who for a 
moderate fee will send perfect reproduc- 
tions of a page, or pages, of some guarded 
manuscript to scholars in any part of the 
world. Dr. 
big library the systematic reproduction by 
photography of all its important manu- 
scripts. Thus they would be ensured 
effectively; and the libraries could 
exchange copies. It is a good and simple 
plan. If Alexandria could have adopted 
it before the rape of Omar, how much 
richer to-day would be our legacy of 
letters ! 


Berlin’s Beer. 


The reactions of England and Germany 
to the latest attacks upon their national 
beverage form an interesting and educative 
contrast. When Mr. Snowden’s last 
Budget increased the tax on beer the 
Englishman sighed and abstained. Finding 
the price too high, he simply drank less ; 
and the result has been a disquieting drop 
in the Treasury's revenue from beer duties. 
The German has no use, for passive 
resistance. Three days ago the fol- 
lowing notice appeared in the windows 
of more than two thousand restaurants 
and public-houses in Berlin :—‘‘ Beer 
boycott in Greater Berlin! The pub- 
licans strike against brewery capital 
and crushing taxation. Citizens of Berlin, 
workers, employers, officials, members of 
the middle classes, support our fight; 
drink no beer!” Every place of refresh- 
ment that displays this sign refuses to 
serve beer until further notice; and, if 
the remaining publicans’ associations 
throw themselves into the movement, 
Berlin will be dry except for “ black- 
leg ” and ‘‘ boot-leg’’ establishments. 
The trouble seems to be that the 
breweries have ordered a reduction in the 
price of beer, which the publicans refuse 


present high level. As a result of negotia- 
tions last week the Government agreed to 
a reduction of the tax from April next; 
but many publicans foresee bankruptcy 
before that time. They have constituted 
a strike committee, blended of publicans 
of every shade of political opinion ; for the 
menace to beer unites Communist and 
Nazi, Catholic centre and Stalhelm alike. 
After the beer war the presidential 
elections will come as a strangely dim and 
colourless anti-climax.

In respect of the “ deficiency payment, the 
anticipated supply of home-grown millable 
wheat cannot exceed in any “err 
27,000.000 cwts. (equivalent to 6,000,000 
quarters of SO4lb.). i 

In regard to the means for securing the 
fands necessary for “the deficiency pay- 
ments ’’ to growers, quota payments in respect 
of flour delivered in the United Kingdom will 
be required from flour millers and flour im- 
porters. These will be calculated by reference 
to the quota of the total flour supply in any 
cereal vear represented by the amount (not 
exceeding 27,000,000 ewts.) of the anticipated 
supply for the year of home-grown millable 
wheat. 

A Wheat Commission is set up, and is 
charged with the general administration of 
the scheme, and also a Flour Millers’ Cor- 
poration to discharge any obligations which 
may be imposed on the millers in respect 
of unsold stocks of wheat. 

The Wheat Commission will not be a 
Government department. No charge upon 
the Exchequer or on local rates will be 
created by the measure. 

The Commission will have wide powers of 
obtaining necessary information, including 
the production of hooks and accounts, and 
can call for penalties on anyone who 
obstructs, or impedes, or refuses to furnish 
information. 

It is proposed that the benefits of the 
bill shall he available in respect of home- 
grown, millable wheat harvested in 1932 
and subsequent vears. 


PROSPER MERRIMEE, 
THE STORY-TELLER. 


LECTURE TO DUBLIN FRENCH 
SOCIETY. 


Some new light on Prosper Merrimée, the 

reat French story-teller, was shed by Dr. 
Walter Starkie at a meeting of the Dublin 
French Society, over which the French 
Minister, Monsieur Alphand, presided, 
yesterday afternoon at the Hotel Russell, 
Dublin. 

The lecture was really based on some re- 
searches which Dr. Starkie has been making 
into the life of Merrimée, who was one of 
the most interesting literary personalities of 
France of the last century. fn his research 
ihe lecturer had been enormously by 
the privately-printed edition of the” Letters 
of Merrimée to the mother of the Empress 
Eugenie, given to him by the Duke of Alba, 
the nephew of the Empress. 

This correspondence, in the view of Dr. 
Starkie, formed one of the most remarkable 
collections: of letters of the nimeteenth cen- 
tury. Merrimée gives one an inser picture 
of the politics not alone of France and of 
England, but of the whole of Europe. There 
was also a glimpse of the social life of Paris, 
which, up to Ía?o, was the most brilliant 
capital in the world. -Méerrimée let himself 
o very frankly m his comments on the 
different personalities, and spoke openly of 
their private feelings. His letters also 
touched on social matters, even to descrip- 


In 1848 Merrimée was in the Garde 
Nationale and fought at the Barricades in 
Paris, and he vividly describes incideuts. in 
his letters, not alone of this period, but of 
the events of twenty years later, leading up 
to the Franco-Prussian War and the down- 
fall of the Empire of Napoleon the Third. 

Dr. Starkie read a number of extracts 
from the letters, and went on to analyse 
Merrimée’s character and qualities. One in- 
teresting thing about him was his great de 
sire to travel and to study gypsy life. That 
was a trait inherited from his mother, who 
often boasted that she had some of the 
blood of Don Quixote in her veins. His 
mother’s advice, ' Distrust everybody,’ was 
no doubt to a great extent responsible for 
developing in Sendai those qualities of 
cynicism and scepticism which are noticeable 
in his writings.

This proposal was greeted with applause. 

The third event was the assertion by M. 
Litvinoff, on behalf of U.S.S.R., that the 
draft convention was inadequate, and his 
announcement that he would submit a re- 
solution favouring total and immediate 
disarmament. 

The appointment of Dr. Benes, the 
Czechoslovakian Minister, as rapporteur to 
the General Committee, was the first 
success scored by France. His nomination 
probably explains why France took the 
failure of his candidacy for the Presidency 
of the General Commission so calmly: 


HUNGARY’S SUPPORT. 


There was a significant unanimity among 
the Great Powers in favour of the adoption 
of the draft convention as a basis for dis- 
cussions. Indeed, after Sir John Simon's 
simple and straightforward exposition 
little else could be expected. It was, how 
ever, surprising to find Hungary un- 
reservedly endorsing Sir John Simon, see 
ing that hitherto she has always raised 
objections to the draft convention. 

Germany’s stipulation that her pro- 
posals, which in some cases are In conflict 
with the clauses of the draft convention, 
may have equal weight with the draft con- 
vention and with the proposals of other 


Powers, drew immediate fire from M. 
Tardieu. France, he said, would agree to 


accept modifications and amendments of 
the draft convention, but would oppose 
any attempt to substitute other principles 
for those forming the basis of the draft 
convention, whether they came from 
Germany or elsewhere. 

“I want a clear and unmistakable 
understanding,” he said; ‘‘ it will help to 
clear the air.” 

By allowing M. Litvinoff full licence to 
bring forward his proposals for complete 
disarmament immediately the Conference 
will, it is thought, clear the field of 
‘visionary and impracticable ’’ schemes 
at the very outset. This, however, will 
not prevent M. Litvinoff from bringing 
forward his drastic amendments to each 
clause as the discussion proceeds.

MR. SCALLY’S LAST 
MESSAGE. 


POSTCARD FROM PARIS 
REACHES DUBLIN.

““Going strong ” was one of the remarks 
wrifien on a postcard hy Mr. M. G. A. 
Scally, the Irish airman, who was fatally 
injured when his aeroplane crashed near 
Marseilles on Sunday. This postcard, 
written and posted in Paris at 2 o'clock 
on Sunday afternoon, only a few hours 
before Mr. Scally’s death, was received by 
an official of the Irish Aero Club at 
Baldonnel yesterday morning. In a few 
brief sentences Mr. Scally told of his 
experiences on the flight from Dublin, 
and stated that he had been forced to 
land in a field near Slough, Buckingham- 
shire, as both the Vernier couplings of hie 
magnetos had broken. In landing he 
damaged the tail skid of his aeroplane, 
but after repairs had been effected he was 
able to continue his flight to Croydon 
Aerodrome. 

A theory as 'o how the fatal accident 
might have occurr=d was giyen to the Irtsh 
| Times yesterday by a prominent airman. 
In the type of aircraft which Mr. Seally 
was flying there is a tendency for the nose 
of the machine to lift when it is being 
banked for a turn to the right.. It. 
believed. that Mr. Scally may have found 
himself. slightly off his course, and in 
turning to the right his aeroplane lost 
flying speed owing to. the nose of the 
machine lifting, and, as he was not high 
enough to recover from the consequent 
‘* stall,”’ he crashed to the ground.

Major Elliott epposed the amendment on 
the ground that it would prejudicially affect

In the result, the amendment was rejecte- 
by 317 votes to 69. 

Several amendments moved by the Chancel- 
ior of the Exchequer were agreed to. The 
effect was to add to the free list semi-precious 
and precious uncut stones, esparto grass, me- 
tallic ore, concentrates and residues, pearls, 
ptatinum, whale cil and its products, coal, 
coke and manufactured fuel, copper, un- 
wrought potassium and maize 

The House agreed to the schedules after 
further discussion, and the committee stage 
was concluded.
